Content Objective: Students read a variety of expositorv texts from credible sources to research support for a multimedia presentation. 


Mini Lesson 


1. Explain to students how they will record the information they gather. Explain that as they research their topic, they should remember to 
summarize and paraphrase the information, not copy it down word for word. 

2. Remind students of the importance of giving credit to the original source, including any images they collect. 

3. Display and discuss examples of MLA citations.
